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Epitor’s Notre—Mr, Henry Reuterdahl, the American 
marine artist, whose most effective work has appeared 
in COLLIER’S WEEKLY, departed for Europe in June, 1900, 
to represent the Weekiy abroad as special artist. for 
the purpose of preparing a series of drawings illustrat- 
ing the navies of the world.

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N INTERESTING spot is Portsmouth, 
the naval centre of Great Britain and, 
it may almost be said, of the world;

The service is the life of the town, 
and the navy is its mainstay. All 
nationalities mingle there, and all 
are welcome, from the big Norseman 
to the diminutive Japanese, the latter 
being noted for his liberality and 
well-filled purse. 

In the harbor there is always a 
concourse of ships.
